PEARY TELLS OF TRIP. 


Explorer Believes There !s Land 
Northwest of Grantiand—Found 
Driftwood Far Up. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 8&.-—Commander 
Robert E. Peary gave a pitblic lecture 
today at the Museum of Natural His- 
tory upon his latest atternpt to reach 
the North Pole. He said in the course 
of it that he was satisfied that there 
is a body of land scenewhere about a 
hundred miles northwest of Grant- 


land in the open polar sea, which he 


wood a hundred miles from Grant- 
land In the open Polar Sea, which he 
was convinced could only have come 
from rivers flowing through land not 
yet placed on the map. 

Commander Peary said also that he 
believed that if the polar winter. dur- 
ing which he made his attenpt, had 
been a mormajl one he would have 
reached the Pole. 

He thought it could be reached with 
no greater expense or loss of time than 
he had experienced in his expedition. 
With his added knowledge of arctic 
conditions, he believed the Pole could 
be reached with sledges, but the ex- 
plorer should leave land farther west 
than he did, at about Cape Richards, 
and should not proceed straight to- 
ward the Pole, but toward the north- 
west, and thus take advantage of the 
north drift of the ice and currents, 
which are southwest. 

He diecovered, he said, a unique 
giacial fringe on the northern coast of 
Grafitiand, which he believed to be the 
origin of the paleocrystic, or always- 
frozen ice, which former explorers had 
thought was from ice massed about 
the Pole. |

Coast’s Defenseless and so Is 
the City. 


Urgent Need of Forts, Gung 


and Gunners. 


If Admiral Togo should come prowk 
ing into San Pedro Harbor about 1 


of spoil your appetite for dinner? 

Would you give up that Sunday trip 
to the beaches and go off for a hurried 
excursion over behind Mount Lowe, or 
woujd you take the old Mauser rifle 
you brought back from the Yanko- 
Spanko War and go down and biow the 
Jap fleet clean out of the water? 

If there were to be any hostile dem- 
onstration it would lie entirely with 
you and your shotgun to defend the 
entire Southern California coast from 
Santa Monica to Newport against the 
invasion of the enemy. The Bannings 
might lend you their Cabrillo if you 
preferred to meet the destroyers of the 
Russian fleet in the open. But you 
would probably feel away down in 
your heart that any Fourth of July 
artillery you might train against the 
invaders would hardly crack the paint 
from the scarred battle beaks of the 
powerful warships of the Orientals.. 

But aside from the danger of being 
peppered full of bird shot by some 
patriot stationed up in the lighthouse 
at Point Firmin, there would be mighty 
few life insurance policies collected on 
dead Jap sailors slaughtered in the 
storming of San Pedro. 

WE HAVE NO DEFENSES. 

Other cities of the Pacific Coast have 
some fortifications, inadequate and un- 
der-manned though they may be, but 
Los Angeles has nothing of defense 
more formidable than captured relics 
of the Spanish War. The Japs could 
land their fighting forces on this Coast 
with infinitely more ease than the cap- 
tains of the squealy little Long Beach 
tugs tie up to the wharf at low tide.

The people on the Coast are inter- 
ested to know. This question in its 
various phases is a live topic in San 
Diego, San Franciseo, and Puget Sound 
where there are fortifications manned 
with heavy guns and trained gunners, 
and coast defense vessels at anchor. 
But in Los Angeles, which hasn't #0 
much as a revenue cutter, thé subject 
is perhaps seldom mentioned. 

The Chamber of Commerce hag a 
coast fortification committee which 
has made recommendation after reéom- 
mendation setting forth the need of 
fortifications at San Pedro, and asking 
that some provision be made by Con- 
gress for such defenses. But as far as 
can be ascertained these efforts so far 
have been without results. 

NEED FOR SAN PEDRO. 

“I don’t apprehend war with Japan— 
just yet,” said Gen. Charles Forman of 
the Chamber of Commerce Coast De- 
fense Committee yesterday. “But if 
from this agitation Congress can be 
moved to take the steps toward the 


| fortification of our coasts that the con- 


ditions call for, much good will be the 
result. 

“We need, immediately, more fortifi- 
cations, more g and more men 
along this whole *Pacific Coast, unless 
we are to be left at the mercy of any 
hostile power that may come along. [I 
have always advocated proper action 
along such lines. All military men and 
thoughtful statesmen Wave taken the 
same view of the situation. But Con- 
gress has delayed postive action for 
years. It is to be hoped that it will 
now be brought to a realization of the 
urgent need of doing something art 
once, 

“Look at Los Angeles and Southern 
California for instance. There fa abso- 
lutely nothing along our coast line 
here to protect us from hostile inva- 
sion. The fleet of an enemy might land 
off our coast here anywhere with ab- 
solutely no resistance being shown 
them. Their ships could throw shells 
into Los Angeles and destroy the en- 
tire city. Their troops could land and 
take possession of everything In sight 
before we might raise a hand to pro- 
tect ourselves.

ILLIONS FOR DEFENSE. 


M The time is ripe, this very morn- 
ing, to recall the old American procia- 
mation, “Millions for defense, but not 
One cent for tribute.” Congressman 
Theodore E. Burton of Ohio, in Con- 
gress the other day, speaking in behalf 
of the improvements of our rivers and 
harbors, gave it as his opinion that less 
should be spent on the navy and the 
money thus saved should be devojged to 
the improvement of the rivers of the 
country. Mr. Burton’s constituents are 
in a position of happy safety. It is not 
at all likely that any foreign power 
will beable to reach his people in the 
city of Cleveland or anywhere along 
Lake Erie. . 

It is entirely different with those who 
live in the great coast cities, whether 
on the Atlantic or the Pacific shores 
of the country. The United States 
needs at the present time to go on with 
the utmost vigor and dispatch in build- 
ing up @ modern navy until it is at 
least twice the strength of what we 
have today. At the same time, every 
seaport on both shores of the country 
should be fortified as rapidly as money 
can be obtained, the guns cast and 
mounted, and ammunition provided. 
The nervousness felt at the time of 
our war with Spain seven or eight 
years ago was intense. The people of 
Boston and New York scarcely slept @ 
quiet moment for thirty days after the 
proclamation of war. The Spanish 
had scarcely a warship of the real 
modern type, and what they had were 
badly manned and badly sailed. 

It is a very different matter with 
Japan. This empire has within the last 
few years built up an exceedingly 
strong navy. The units are not nu- 
merous, but they are of the most pow- 
erful and efficient type. Today there 
is not one American battleship on the 
whole western coast of America, nor, 
in fact, anywhere in the waters of the 
Pacific Ocean, 

It is not supposable under the pres- 
ent circumstances that we are to have 
any war with Japan, but ome never 
can tell what will happen. The Jap- 
anese are an exceedingly conceited 
people as a result of their wonderful 
triumph over the great armies of the. 
Russian empire. They really think 
that they can whip about half the 
world in a stand-up dattle on land or 
sea. Their fighting qualities are un- 
doubted. They have courage, patriot-. 
ism, and skill. The army which took 
Port Arthur and overran Manchuria in 
the face of the powerful forces of Rus- 
sia is scarcely disbanded. With the 
wonderful system of detail prevailing 
in the Japanese army, 100,000 fighting 
men could be assembled in a month 
and put on board of transports con- 
voyed by powerful warships to sail for 
any port on the Pacific. It is only 1700 
miles from Tokio to Manita. The Phil- 
ippine Islands cost us, to begin with, 
$20,000,000. Americans are preparing 
during the coming year to put into in- 
vestments in railroads and other indus- 
tries In these islands twice that sum. 
During the six or seven years that we 
have had possession of the archipel- 
ago, it is estimated that our people 
have invested a total of $400,000,000 in 
one way or another. 

The Hawalian archipelago is a little 
farther from Japan than the Philip- 
pines and much nearer to America. But 
the distance from Japan and the near- 
ness to San Francisco cut no figure, 
inasmuch as there its not a_i single 
American battleship in the whole Pa- 
cific Ocean. If Japan has or concéives 
warlike intentions toward the United 
States, that country will strike us as 
it struck Russia, without a word of 
warning, treacherously if need. be. 
Before our government could’ weigh 
anchor on a single battleship prepared 
for action, Japan could send a half- 
Gozen of the finest war machines 
afloat, convoying an army of 50,000 or 
60,000 trained soldiers and land them 
at Manila, defying us to dislodge them. 
The fleet and transports could at once 
gail back to Tokio, where another fleet 
would be ready to land 25,000 or 30,000 
soldiers in the Hawaiian Islands, and 
it all would be done before we could 
“get a move on.” 

As to the cities of this coast, there 
is only one safe from the guns of the 
Japanese fieet. Portland, fortunately, 
is situated so far inland that no hostile 
fleet could reach that point. In ancient 
times, cities were built far enough from 
the seashore to preserve them from 
hostile tnvasion by sea. Our era being 
one of commerce rather than of fight- 
ing, we have placed our cities as near 
the broad ocean as we could find a 
safe harbor to protect our ships from 
storms. The Puget Sound towns would 
be shelled one after another before we 
could raise a finger to prevent it. A 
single Japanese battleship could do 
the whole work: A second could stand 
off of the Golden Gate at the Farallone 
Islands and shel) San Francisco and 
Oakiand. A third battleship could from 
the bay of Santa Monica knock down 
every ten-story building in the city of 
Los Angeles. 

Of course this would not be done. 
What the Japanese would do would be 
to slow down steam in the ocean off of 
these cities and send a boat ashore, 
demanding the surrender of every dol- 
lar in the vaults of every bank in each 
city. They would collect (and we could 
not help ourselves) a war indemnity 
without firing a shot. 

These cities are extremely easy to 
defend. Sufficient guns properly 
mounted on the biuffs around the 
Golden Gate would defy the combined 
fleets of Europe and Asia to enter the 
port or destroy the city of San Fran- 


claco. The same measures taken at 
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the sound cities. Guns mounted where 
the lighthouse stands at San Pedro 
and on the bluffs above Santa Monica 
would render Los Angeles and the sur- 
rounding towns impregnable. With 
proper batteries around the lighthouse 
at San Pedro and on the heights of 
Catalina Island, no warship could 
come within reach of anything along. 
thig part of the coast. 

Our position in the world is utterly | 
changed since the Spanish war. We 
are no longer an isolated nation with\ 
a sort of imaginary Chinese wall 
around us. We are in the thick of 
everything as a great world power with 
closest diplomatic “relations with all 
the great nations of the earth. It is 
absolute foolishness for us any longer 
to go on in this negligent manner, 
leaving much to hazard. The work 
fortifying the coast on both 
oceans should be taken up at once and 
carried on with the utmost vigor. 
When the war with Spain broke out, 
there was not an arsenal in all Amer- 
ica that had a ton of powder fit to 
burn. We had no equipment of any 
kirid, and if the contest had been 
waged with a power more capable of 
defending itself than Spain, or more 
capable rather of attacking us, the war 
might have been lost by our defeat as 
quickly as it was won by the defeat of 
Spain, which resulted more from her 
greater unpreparedness than from our 
foresight and wise provision against 
such emergencies. 


4 LWAYS MAKING MISCHIEF. 
When anything untoward hap- 
pened in Turkey under one of the 
former Sultans, no matter what the 
nature of the event, the Turk always 
asked, “Who was the woman?” 50 
when in our country and day any 
mischief arises the question, “Who was 

the walking delegate?” is pertinent. 
The disturbance of friendly relations 


is a direct outgrowth of the mischief 
making of San Francisco’s unspeak- 
able gang-—the gang at the bottom of 
all the troubles of that unhappy city, 
excepting the fire. 

The people of San Francisco have 
undergone unspeakable losses and are 
contending against a conditibn of 
things that well might make weaker 
hearts faint in the struggle. To get 
the city rebuilt is an enormous task. 
Thete is not enough labor, skilled or 
unskilled, in any branch of industry, 
to- perform the necessary work, and 
the people whose means of living is 
the end of their tongue will let no 
man work if they can prevent it. 

The débris of buildings remaining 
after the fire had in many cases a 
considerable value. The little Japa- 
nese, with skillful hands and patient 
souls, were engaged at moderate wages 
to (clean these bricks and prepare them 
for reuse in the erection of temporary 
pulidings for business purposes on the 
lots of people who had lost so heavily. 
That was enough to inspire the detri- 
mental interference of the walking 
delegates. They immediately took up 
a crusade -against the industrious 
Japs, as they have always done against 
any industrious people. There were 
no white men nor black men nor red 
men in San Francisco to do this work. 
If the bricks could be cleaned and re- 
used there was not only the saving of 
the value in the bricks, but the sav- 
ing of cost incident to hauling them 
away to be dumped far from where 
they were found. The walking dele- 
gate, unconscious of any regard for 
the interests of any but himself, de- 
clared that these bricks should not be 
cleaned by the Japanese, which meant 
that they should not be cleaned at 
all, but on the contrary, the owner 
of the lot should be taxed to haul 
them away at considerable expense be- 
fore he could begin the erecting of the 
most temporary building to carry on 
his. business. Not content with wag- 
ing warfare upon the industrious 
Japanese engaged in cleaning these 
bricks, the same irresponsible loafers 
started the propaganda for the ex- 
clusion of Japanese laborers from the | 
United States by an act similar to 
the Chinese exclusion law. This led 
up to the attempt to exclude the 
Japanese children from the public 
schools of San Francisco. 

Here is the whole root of the.mat- 
ter. It comes back, as all these dis- 


United States, the labor trust, is al- 
ways against the man who works, 
regardless of the color of his skin, 
or the nation into which he was born. 

The question about schools for the 
Japanese is q@ minor matter. It will 
undoubtedly be arranged to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the people of San 
Francisco, of the Japanese govern- 
‘ment and of the Japanese students 
themselves. It is pretty clearly de- 
fined under our system of govern- 

mt that this is a mere matter of 
‘policing the city and that the munic- 
ipal authorities have the right to make 
such regulations as they may see 
fit. The treaty, of course, is the su- 
preme law of the land, but like an 
act of Congress, it must conform to 
the general principles of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

A much more important question is 
this other one about the exclusion of 
Japanese laborers from the United 
States. If the President or the Con- 
gress or the people of the East gen- 
erally,who at heart would be opposed 
to such a law, are misled by the dem- 
agogic outgivings of the average Cal- 
ifornia Congressman, especially the 
one from San Francisco, who has to 
look to the influence of the walking 
delegate for his re#lection, they ,will 
make a grave mistake. Califorg} 
needs 100,000 laborers to do unskille 
rough work at this present moment. 
The farmers and fruit growers, the 
gugar-beet growers, and, indeed, every 
one engaged in the cultivation of the 
soll, finds himself very much handie« 
capped all through every harvest time 
to get his crops gathered. About the 
only reliance we have is upon the few 
Chinese left in the country, and they are 
very few, indeed, who are not engaged 
in gainful pursuits on their own ac- 
count, and the small number of Japa- 
nese already here. It would not do 
one cent of damage to any individual 
in California, and it would work a 
great deal of benefit to thousands of 
the farmers and fruit growers of the 
country, if 100,000 Japanese were land- 
ed in the State within the next twelve 
months. 

The agitators and their representa- 
tives in Congress do not represent the 
real sentiment of the real people of 
California. Wherever a citizen of any 
standing in the State (not a politi- 
cian) has the courage to speak his 
thoughts freely, it Is his opinion that 
not only the incoming of these Japa- 
nese Is no detriment in any way to 
any interest in the State, but it fs 
almost a necessity that we should 
have more common laborers to, do 
rough work upon the farms and in 
other capacities,

DISAPPOINTMENT. 


California Association Said to Have 
Been Perverted to Uses of Land 
Grabbers and Schemers—An Ex- 


ample to Be Avoided by Los An- 
geles Chamber of Mines.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—The Calii- 
fornia Miners’ Association has come 
and gone, and while there was a great 
blaze af trumpets as to the large 
number of delegates who would be in 
attendance and the prominent mining 
men who would be on hand to deliver 
addresses, for some reason they failed 
to materialize, and the convention was 
a frost. As Vice-President Denton ob- 
served, after viewing the many empty 
chairs in the hall, it was time for th» 
miners to either support the associa- 
tion or disband. He complained of the

Ensign, who was at one time a Justice 
of the Peace in the city of Bay’n Cll- 
mate, began to “sit up and take no- 
He probably wondered if the 
would be forthcoming to pay 
for the stationery. 

The chairman jooked in vain for the 
ap ce of Gov. Pardee, Gov.-elect 
Gillette, Jake Neff, who used to be a 
wheel horse of the association, and his 
honor, Mayor BE. E. Schmitz. ‘Whe lat- 
ter had a legitimate excuse, for about 
that time he had business with As- 
sistant, Dist.-Atty. Francis J. Heney. 
John Hays Hammond, who had been 
heralded for an address, failed to show 
up, as did also a large number of 
prominent mining men, who, the press 
agent of the association had given the 
public to understand, would surely be 
on hand. 

PRESS AGENT FAKES. 

It is suspected that in order to bol- 
ster up the meetings of the association 
the secretary sends invitation to every 
miner of prominence he can learn of, 
and suggests a subject upon wihch the 
association would be pleased io hear 
from him, and then passes it up io 
the press that Mr. So-and-so will de- 
liver an address on such a subject. 
lt is presumed that in 1907 the asso- 
ciation will have a membership of 
three, i. e., the president, secretary 
and janitor. 

The Southern California delegation of 
the new Chamber of Mines, who were 
invited to come to this city and learn 
practical methods of how not to con- 
duct an association, were also con- 
spicuous by their absence. They evi- 
dently thought that an amaigamation 


of their Chamber of Mines with th® 


remnants of the California Miners’ 
Association was not desirable. 

That the Caiifornia Miners’ Asso- 
ciation has fallen into a state of “in- 
nocuous deseutude,” is evident by the 
way the real miners of the State have 
of recent years shunned it. Now and 
then some poor, misguided miner, 
who had come to the city more t» 
view the ruing or to sample some of 
the firewater, he had been assured 
was mellowed by the action of th 
great fire, dropped in, but when he

ABETTHED HYDE LAND FRAUDS. 
That the association was used to 
further the interests of F. A. Hyde, of 
Hyde-Benson fame, in Southern Cali- 
fornia, particularly in San Bernardi- 
no county, can be shown by the reso- 
lutions to be found on page 159-160 of 
same proceedings. The resolutions 
were presented by a prominent mem- 
ber of the ‘association in the interest 
of Hyde. They urge upon the Secre- 
tary of the Interior that all the land 
embraced in certain dry lakes be 
noted at prima facie saline in charac- 
ter, and he is requested to issue in- 
structions t® the loéal land offices by 
which they are to be deciared. It is 
alleged that Hyde purchased thous- 
ands of acres of school land for $1.25 
per acre in these dry lakes. These 
lands were entered at the United 
States Land Office as agricultural. It 
was his object to have these lands de- 
clared saline in character. after which 
he could appeal to the commissioner 


of the General Land Office for scrip, | 


which could be sold for not less than 
$4.50 per acre or be placed on valuable 
timPer land in Northern California. 
It was a big job and would yield large 
profits to Hyde. Yet while the asso- 
clation formally went on record as op- 
posed to scrippers and their methods. 
it was not consistent but passed reso- 
lution assisting Hyde to obtain scrip 
for a lot of worthiess land. 
AN EXAMPLE TO SHUN. 

These are but samples of some of 
the methods pursued by the associa- 
tion, and it was this raw work which 
caused the self-respecting miners to 
withdraw from it. It is to be hoped 
that the new Chamber of Miners of 
Los Angeles will profit by the mis- 
takes made by ‘the State association 
Since my arrival I have interviewed 
many of the past members of the as- 
sociation, and they all agree that an 
association conducted upon proper 
lines would be at this time of incaicul- 
able value to the State. But with the 
barnacles of the present association to 
contend with, they are of the opinion 
that the association could na& be re- 
juvenated. 


HECLA CONSOLIDATED. 


Large Body of Gold and Copper Ore 
Said to Have Been Developed in 


Cabeza Prieta Mountains. 


W. C. Tonkin, manager of the Hecla 
Consolidated Mines Company, a cor- 
poration composed largely of Los An- 
geles men, gives a glowing account of 
the results of development work on 
the company’s property in the Cabeza 
Prieta Mountains, sixty miles south- 
east of Yuma. 


“Yuma county h been making 
great strides in mining.” said Mr. 
Tonkin, “and with the aid of new lines 
the transcontinental railroads are 
building, the mineral districts are being 
developed as never before. The Santa 
Fé is now building from Wickenburg 
on the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix, 
over to the Colorado River, and that 
line will tap rich fields tn the Salome 
and Bill WHliams Fork districts, where 
high-grade copper ore has recently 
been discovered. Ten miles northwest 
of the King of Arizona, Col. 
Randolph's property, George W. Nor- 
ton of Mohawk has opened up veins 
of high-grade gold ore, running eight 
to ten feet wide. Fine copper ore has 
been found by McDaniels of Dome 
down i the southeastern part of the 
Gila Mountains near the Tenacas Al- 
tas (High Tanks.) ; 

“Our property consists of thirty-six 
claims in all, covering a strip about 
four miles long. We have been work- 
ine three years, seeking to uncover 
fully the two main leads of ore before 
beginning milling, with the result that 
today there is no longer any guess 
work. Shafts and tunnels on every 
p of the property have uncovered 
smendid bodies of milling ore. Some 
of it runs as high as $9 in gold and 
14 per cent. copper, but the average of 
all our assays and samplings gives 
$14 in gold and 12 per cent. copper. 
That's mighty rich ground when you 
figure the extent of the ore bodies. 

“There is-no surface water at the 
mine, and we are today down 500 fect, 
with every indication that we will 
strike a plentiful supply of water at 
about 800 feet, where we are drilling.

Only in the sheltered haven 
can the strongest vessel be absolutely 
safe, when the elemental! strife of wind, 
wave and current is at its worst, 

Unfortunately, the number of safe 
and easily accessible harbors is small, 
and most, if not all, are reached only 
by evading the dangerous shoal@ and 
deep ledges which surround the eourse 
of the ship channel, as heraided by 
beacon and delimited by landmark and 
buoy. -In too many cases the light- 
houses wihch sentinel the outer haven 
of a port, have been as a candle to the 
moth, leading the. mariner to his possi- 
bie undoing, as well as into the path of 
safety, for the site «f the lighthouse, 
like the barriers of th. harbor itself, 
must be located on sea-swept ledges, 
and often far from.the safer channels 
or the deepest anchorages. In fact, 
the great minds of the past have failed 
to realize that. on the surface, the 
ccean’s power is almost infinite, and 
that havens and their approaches can 
be defended and deepened only at im- 
mense cost and often to little purpose;

VISIT TO BE REMEMBERED. 

A visit to the College Settlement al- 
most any day in the week is an ex- 
perience not to be forgotten. Tues- 
day afternoon the poor Mexican moth- 
ers meet there to make over garments 
for their children. The entire fam- 
lly, save the father, accompanies the 
mother, so she can try on the clothes 
she is fashioning. Indeeti, she ‘could 
not come if she had to leave the babies 
at home. The older girls of the fam- 
ilies meet the same afternoon for their 
sewing class, and even the tiny girls 
and the tiny boys have their own 
classes going on at the same time. 
Little Italy may be found now in the 
settlement district, and many Iittle 
dark-eyed boys and girls of Italian 
families are members of the clubs in 
good and regular standing. 

The. small boys’ club learns to sew, 
but bless you! It is sewing disguised 
as a manly occupation. They are 
tol4 that soldi¢rs must often mend 
their own clothes. They are given 
soldier dolls painted on cloth, which 
they cut out and make, thus learning 
two mending stitches. They make 
bright capes for the soldiers, and have 
a fort to put them into after they 
are finished. ; 

One tough specimen of a “newsy,” 
just 8 years old, who condescended to 
make a soldier boy, was seen to go off 
in a corner by himself when he had/ 
finished his soldier. He kissed the doll 
surreptitiously, and whispered: “Good- 
by, I must leave you now,” and no 
one had ever suspected a sdft spot in 
his. make-up. 

The little housekeepers are taught 
to cook and to wash, and to serve a 
meal, Then they play family at the 
table, one is father and another is 
mother, and then there are the chil- 
dren, good manners and dainty ways 
being imbibed with the dainty vi- 
ands. Social evenings for the families 
of the neighborhood, boys’ game even- 
Ings, and all sorts of interesting ac- 
tivities may be found in full blast at 
the College Settlement.

OF ASPHALTUM. 


CALIFORNIA PRODUCT GROWING 
IN APPRECIATION. 


This State Could Supply Needs 
of the Country, but There Has 
Been Little Profit in Its Manu- 
facture Recently—Used for Paving, 
Roofing, Paint and Roads.

The United States Geological Survey 
says that the production of oil asphal- 
tum is an industry peculiar to Cali- 
fornia, and most of the material is 
meade as a by-product in the distilling 
of lubricating and tiluminating oils 
and lighter products from crude petro- | 
leum of asphaltum base. Such oil 
asphaltum could be manufactured in 
California in quantities far greater 
than are required to fill the whole 
needs of the United States, and the 
industry is now suffering (1905) from 
acute overproduction. 

The price of crude oil acceptable to 
the refiner of agphaitum has, generally 

ng, been about 38 per cent. less 
than it was in 1904, but even with this 
advantage the oil asphaltum producer 
has been barely able to mect expenses, 
and in many cases the asphaltum has 
been sold for less than the cost of man- 
ufacture. Rates as low as $6 per ton, 
free on board at the refinery, were re- 
ported as the average value of the 
entire production of some refineries for 
the year, 

Expert chemists state that the refin- 
ers are handicapped by the absence of 
& process of manufacture, which will 
economically produce an asphaltum 
free from carbenes (deleterious prod- 
ucts of the cracking process which goes 
on in the stills during the distillation 
of the heavier oils.) with a uniform 
and suitable penetration and possess- 
ing stability on heating. 

Another obstacle to the trade Is the 
high price of containing packages. No 
cheap and satisfactory substitute for 
the wooden-stave barrel has yet been 
found for asphalt. Barrels of about 480 
pounds capacity cost 63 cents or more 
each, delivered at he refineries, and 
are an expensive container for a com- 
paratively low-priced material. 

Californian oi] asphaltum is about 
the consistency of thin molasses at 
ordinary temperature. It is largely 
used for oiling roads, betng delivered 
by the refineries into tank cars and 
pumped from the tank cars into tank 
wagons for spreading over the roads. 

The production of ofl asphaltum in- 
creased from 44,405 short tons, valued) 
@t $459,125, in 1904, to 60,169 short tons, 
vaiued at only $430,911, in 1905, the av- 
erage value decreasing from $10.34 to 
$8.59 per short ton. 

To the keen competition In California 
of oil asphaltum Is attributed the de- 
crease in the country’s production of 
bituminous sandstone (from 46,641 short 
tons in 1904, to 39,278 short tons in 1906,) 
as 9) per cent. of the bituminous sand- 
stone production in the United States 
is quarried in California. 

In 190, the hard natural asphalt of 
California brought $12.07 per short ton 
at the mines, while that of Indian Ter- 
ritory brought $15. 

Preparations have been made for the 
manufacture in California of briquettes 
for fuel from California peat mixed 
with oi] asphaltum, Samples were at 
the Lewis and Clark Exposition. 

California of] asphaltum has been 
vsed to some extent for street pave- 
ments, and other purposes in New York 
and other eastern cities. It finds wide 
use throughout California, and the 
West for making street pavements, as 
rooting cements, for waterproofing and 
preservative preparations, and as ma- 
rine and iron paints. Being a pure as- 
phaltum, this material can be mixed 
in any desired proportions with gravel, 
crushed rock, and other paving mat 
rials. 

The quantities of of] asphaltum pro- 
duced in California in 1903, 1994 and 
1905. were more than double that pro- 
duced in 1902. The industry is growing 
in good shape.

CALIFORNIA WNAVELS ATTRACT 
IN NEW YORK, 

} 
Oranges Arrive in Gotham Sur- 
prisingly Well-Colored and of Ex- 
traordinarily Good Flavor for so 
Early in Season—Delays in Tran- 
sit Bother Receivers of Floridas. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—The first navel 
oranges for this season were offered 
during the week. One car and part of 
another constituted the first offering 
and there was considerable interest 
manifested in this, the first sale of the 
season.; The fruit came surprisingly 
well colored, and of more than ordi- 
narily good flavor for the season. It 
was in good condition, as a whole, and 
the prices were as high as could rea- 
sonably be expected. 

The time has gone by when opening 
sales attract men who want to build 
up a reputation for liberality by pey- 


ing tordinately high prices for fruit. |. 


Formerly that was common, but it was 
in the days when the margin of profit 
Was wider than it is now, and when 


dealers were quite willing to allow their: 


enthusiasm to 
heads. 
The full car was of the Mariposa 
brand, and the average was §3.55 per 
box. A fraction of another car sold 
Qt $3.96 per box. The car was offered 
by Steinhardt & Kelley, agents of the 
California Citrus Union. ‘The union 
was the first in the field last year, and 
offered good oranges. The offering is 
earlier than the first one last year. In 
fact, it was possible to offer fruit from 
this first car for Thanksgiving con- 
‘sumption. 
The range of prices on the fruit in 
the car was: 90s, $4.85; 124s, $4.95; 150s, 
176s, ; 200s, $3; 75; 
250s, $2.50; 2886, $2.56; 300s, $2.55. This 
car was offered Tuesday and another 
smalier quantity was offered Friday, 
which did no better. 
The arrival of the first car of navels 
always attracts an inordinate amount 
of attention, and this year was no ex- 
ception to the general rule.

There is, and has been, an active de- 
mand, and this has prevented a fur- 
ther decline in price. Brights showed a 
range of $1.85 to $3.75 on good to fancy, 
and $1.056- to $1.65 for ordinary stock. 
As high as 15 per cent. decay was re- 
ported in some of the arrivals.

CHICAGO, Dec. §.—State regulation 
of marriage was\advocated last night 
by Dr. Frank Billings, president of thc 
Illinois State Board of Charities in an 
address before the National Conférence 
on Truancy. His audience was largely 
made up of experts in charity and re- 
formatory lines and his declaration 
while it created surprise, was greeted 


with applause. 


He was speaking on “Should wards 
of the State be separated from the 
public school children?” and drew a 
picture of backward methods of in- 
struction which the State Board of 


Charities had found in certain institu- 


tions, 

“But we physicians believe in get- 
tine to the root of a disease,” said Dr. 
Billings, bringing his address to a 
close. “There is no use in taking any 
other point of view. The root of this 
trouble lies In the existing freedom of 
marriage. 

“EI do not believe there should be any 
such freedom of marriage. I am no 
lawyer, but I would like to see society 
put~on its statute books a law for- 
bidding two people to be married not 
merely until they had secured a certifi- 
cate of health from a reputable physi- 
cian, but until they bad obtained a cer-

INITIATION. 


Death of Charles Sharp 1s 
Mysterious. 
Story of Fight in Lodge of 
Odd Fellows. | 


*xusa Wrought Up, Inquest 
May Follow. | 


Charlies D. Sharp is dead In Azusa, 
and the manner of his death is the 
talk of the town. It is talked in whis- 
pers, however, and in groups ~f only 
two. Rumor charges a gathéring of 
Odd Fellaws with conduct which con- 
tributed to the causes of Sherp’s 
death, and Azusa is a strong lodge 
town. The Odd Fellows are urging a 
post niortem examination, and the fear 
of offendine the order seems to exist 
mostiy'in the minds of those who are 
not members of the organization. 

Many persons in Azusa, when in- 
duced to make a statement, declare 
or admit that the imaquiry should not 
end with the autopsy. | 

Charles Sharp. a painter and paper- 
hanger. who was a resident of Azuse 
for fifteen years, went to be initiated 
into the order of Odd Fellows on the 
hight of December 1. Later in the 
evening. in the Brunjes Hotel, where 
he lodged, it was known that he was 
il.. For three days he kept his bed. 
On Thursday he went out on the streets 
and spoke with many acquaintances, 


who noticed that he did not look well. 
In the afternoon he went for a drive 


with Dr..S. A. Ellis. who was attend- | 
ing him. Friday morning, suddenly, | 


he died. Then the rumors began to fly. 
Mystery had brooded about his iill- 


ness. | 
. LEARNS OF MYSTERY. 

Rev. Charlies F. Richardson, pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church of Azusa, 
learning of Sharp's death before re- 
ceiving word of his illness, wondered 
why this was. The dead man had been 
a enember of his church, and his 
friend. He went out among his par- 
ishioners to learn the reason, and found 
the mystery. and then the explana- 
tion. At first there was definite pur- 
pose, here and there, to keew&the mys- 
tery dark. 

“Yes, I have heard that story of pto- 
maine poisoning caused by eating ta- 
males.” said Mr. Richardson, when 
questioned, ‘and that long continued 
vomiting produced a strain on the 
heart, which caused death. I cannot 
help feeling that the rumor was started 
with deliberate purpose, to cover up 
the ugly facts. I do not know who 
started it, but I can say that the lead- 
ers of the Odd Fellows here do not 
Sanction concealment of the facts. 
These facts can put no bilight on the 
ender, which has many of the best 
men in my congregation as members, 
‘but it is unquestionably true that poor 
Charley Sharp was badly treated last 


“I stand somewhat in the relation of 
confessor to many persons here, and I 
cannot give names, though only one of 
those who have talked with me of this 
tragedy, has asked me not to repeat 
what he has said. A man whose word 
I would take for anything, told me 
that he spoke to Charley Sharp on 
Thursday. asking him if he had the 
srippe. Charley answered, ‘N—no, not 
that,” and after further questions, he 
told of being roughly treated at the 
initiation, and resenting it, and the 
affair ended in a fight. many against 
one. ‘They tore my clothes off and 
knelt on’ my chest. The fact is, I 
think one of my ribs is broken. There 
is severe pain in my chest. all the 
time." 

Mr. Richardson reported other con- 
versations which had been repeated 
to him, to the same effect. 

PTOMAINE TAMALES. 

The tamales which formed the basis 
of the rumor referred to were eaten by 
Sharp on Thursday, causing ptomaine 
poisoning, which induced violent vom- 
iting. According to Dr. Ellis, it was 
the strain of this vomiting that brought 
about the heart failure, ending Sharp's 
life. - Dr. Ellis further states that 
Sharp was a victim of lead poisoning, 
developed by working with paints for 
many years, and that this had weak- 
ened his constitution. 

In regard to the tamales, Mr. Rich- 
ardson said: “I have not seen any 
one who says Sharp vomited after eat- 
ing the tamales, though that Is no* 
saying he may not) have done so, but 
many have declared that¢he was vom- 
ing frightfully on Sunday, long be- 


fore he ate them.'I am told that} 


Sharr’s trouble was acute indigestion: 
I am told more authentically, as a 
matter of fact, instead of opinion, that 
Sharp's chest was bandaged, and that 
he complained constantly of pain in 
his chest. That is not indigestion. I 
think for the sake of the order of Odd 
Fellows, as for other reasons, the mat- 
ter should be cleared up, so the blame 
shail rest where it belongs, instead of 
on the order. As it is, I am sure an 
effort has been made to shield those 
who mistreated poor Charley.” 
SHAMEFULLY TREATED. 

T. W. Collopy, who attended Sharp 
during his iliness, said: “Oh, yes; 
there was a rough-house up there all 
right. Charley told me that. He said 
he got ‘mad and went after the fel- 
lows. What? No, what would they 
lose their temper for? There were 
enough of them to handle him. I 
don't know whether he vomited before 
eating the tamales or not. I know he 
vomited. The doctor was treating him 
for potsoning: I know that. No, I 
didn't see any bandages on him. He 
had pains in his chest, yes. He died of 
heart failure, of course.” 

Once Miss Brunjes, daughter of the 
hotel proprietor, interjected sharply: 
“They treated him shamefully!” 

And underneath the quiet, where 
quiet is maintained against the natural 
impulse to discuss the mysterious and 


shocking, there is a strong feeling that | 


that even if Charley Sharp did start 
a rough-house in lodge hall, he was 
treated in a manner which demands 
inquiry. A post-mortem examination 
is to be held, and an inquest may fo!- 
low. 

Charlies D. Sharp was the son of a 
Congregational minister in Boston, 
who survives him. So far as is known, 
he leaves no relatives in California. He 
was 45 years of age.

: FOR BREEDING PURPOSES.

Will Experiment With Hybrids on a 
Large Scale, Mating With the Best 
Strains of Blood in the United 
¢| Statee—Iinteresting Questions to Be 
.| Settled. 


{New York *Tribung:] From zebras 
which he has tmpofted at great ex- 
pense, Warner. M. Van Norden, pres- 
-jident of the Van Norden Trust Com- 
pany of New York; entertains grea: 
hopes that the zebroid (as the hybrid 
offspring of the horse and zebra jis 
called) will come to be generally an} 
favorably known in this country. 
“The zebroid,” explained Mr. Vaa 
Norden the other day, ‘“‘makes an ex- 
cellent all-around animal for domestic 
use and I hope to introduce it in this 


country. It is already used in South 
Africa, where it has given satisfac- 
tion. 


I Cam not say just how speedy 
the zebroid will be, but those I shal] 
raise will be from the finest stock, 
especially suited for driving purposes. 
These animals are much more strong 
and vigorous than the horse and live 
about twice as long. They will rank 
with any of the horses in general use 
| today and in value will range from 
$800 to $1000, They will be very tough 
and abie to endure twice the hardship 
the average horse can stand.”

-|0f American gebroids yet unborn are 
now contentedly munching hay im the 
barn at Van Norden’s country 
piace at Rye, N. Y., all unconscious 
of the weight of the responsibility gest- 
upon their  carefully-groomej 

cks. 


In temporary quarters in one’ barn 
are three zebras, said to be among the 
finest of their species ever brougi:t 
to this country. One of them is de- 
clared to be a genuine Grevy’s zebra 
from Abyssinia and this animal alone 
is valued by Mr. Van Norden at $500. 
The other two zebras belong to what 
it known as the Bohimii class. Two 
more, equally as valuable as those now 
in Rye, have been.captured for Mr. 
Van Norden and will be shipped to 
this country early next spring. These 
animals are about 6 years old and, 
inasmuch as the life of the average 
zebra fs about fifty years, they are as 
yet mere babies and are full of more 
life and tricks than young colts. 

So much for the zebra parents of 
the zebroids. Their parents on the 
other side will range from a full- 
blooded Arabian mare down to littic 
burro jennies, through a list of horse- 
flesh including piebald, hackney an‘ 
mustang. 

The zebroids will owe their appear- 
ance in this country, however, not sc 
much to Mr. Van Norden’s desire to 
raise them for themselves alone as 
to his determination to solve the prob- 
lem of telegony. 

He 1s determined to demonstrato 
whether it is real, as breeders of blood- 
ed stock assert, or whether it is a 
vagary of the breeder's mind, as scien- 
tists declare. Explaining the object of 
his undertaking, Mr. Van Norden said: 
“All breeders believe in telegony. it 
his always been their claim that ff 4 
female animal is bred to one of a dif- 
ferent species but of the saine famiy 
and is afterward bred to one of her 
own species, the second offspring will 
show resemblance to the first sire. Op- 
posed to the claim of the breeders is 
that of the sctentists, who say there ‘s 
no such thing as telegony and that the 
breeders are mistaken fn their dlag- 
nosis.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE INDUSTRY FROM THE SELECTION OF 
TREES TO GATHERING THE NUTS.

its industries are big, and so are 
the revenues which they return to 
their owners.

Good euthorities say that a ten-acre 
walnut orchard will show four times 
the profit of the same acreage planted 
to alfalfa, five times that of corn, and 
year after year will do fully as well 
as either oranges or lemons. 

Second, when well established, the 
walnut orchard needs far less care 
than oranges or lemons, or almost any 
other orchard, often leaving the ranch- 
er three-fourths of his time for other

roadways, around paths and beside 
streams. Here each tree has far more 
sunshine, and a practically unlimited 
area in which to expand its roots and 
branches. In our own State the grow- 
ers are now studying this question 
more closely than ever before, and are 
planting the young orchards so as to 
give each tree more room. 

The history of the walnut tree is 
interesting.

CARE OF THE ORCHARDS. | 

Each grower has his own problems 
and his own favorite method of plant- 
ing and caring for his orchard. But 
all are agreed upon the following 
points: First, the soil should be at 
deep and free from 
hard pan. Second, the location should 
be nearly if not quite frostless (a well- 
drained slope with a mixed alluvial 
and adobe soil, not too dry, seems 
idea] for the tree.) Third, the irriga- 
tion method of caring for the trees is 
by far the most. satisfactory, al- 
though not necessary, as is proved by 
several La Habra orchards which have 
never been irrigated, and which are 
both thrifty and profitable. Fourth, 
the trees should not be set close to- 
gether—crowding has caused the ruin 
of more than one orchard. Speaking

The writer had a chance to inspect 
the up-to-aate machinery for hand- 
ling the nuts at the Rivera walnut! 
house recently, and very interesting 
he found it. The great American pub- 
lic, which clamors for a bright red 
tomato catsup and really green canned 
peas demands also that the shells of 
the walnut be lighter in color than 
nature provides. “Happily this con- 
sumer can be accommodated without 
injury being done to’ the meat of the 
walnut. Bleaching machinery, to dip 
the nuts in a chemical bath, and then 
to again wash them, is now installed 
in many of the walnut houses. This 
process has displaced one for a sim- 
ilar purpose in which sulphur was 
largely used. After the bleaching and 
grading of the nuts, they are passed; 
onto a wide, elevated belt to big bins. | 
At the Rivera house the twenty-two 
bins, each with a capacity of four tons, 
testify to the rushing times which this 
house witnesses each autumn. 

Then comes the sacking of the nuts. 
Each spring Secretary Montgomery 
sends to Calcutta, India, for specially 
woven sacks, the number ordered be- 
ing well above 50,000, and costing a 
small fortune. Each sub-association 
has its own brand stenciled on the 
sack, that of the Los Nietos and Ran- 
chito associations being the totem of 
the State—the grizzly. 

Buyers for big eastern firms place 
their orders for nuts early, and so 
even is the quality of the brands and 
so perfected the system of marketing 
that each association receives checks 
for its shipments as soon as the nuts 
are in the cars. Think what this 
would mean to the orange or lemon 
aga elimination of all possi- 

ility of “red ink” sales. Is it any 
wonder that the walnut growers con- 
sider the marketing question solved? 

PRICES GROWERS RECEIVE. 

Prices received for the nuts vary 
somewhat each year, but have invaria- 
bly left the grower a good margin of 
yrofit. This year’s schedule of prices, 
is as follows: 11 cents per pound for 
first grade soft-shells; 10% cents per 
pound for standards; 3 cents less for 
second grades. 

The cost of marketing the harvest 
(the items including maintainance of 
buflding, interest on investment, work 
of bleaching, grading, blending and 
making ready for shipment) in the 
Los Nietos and Ranchito associations 
is barely 1 per cent. of the crop value. 
Some years it has been much smaller, 
dropping to one-half of 1 per cent., 
but with the installation of more ex- 
pensive machinery and better methods 
of handling the crop, has come a slight 
increase in cost. — | 

No more progressive set of ranchers 
are to be found than the members of 
the Walnut Growers’ Association. 
They have not solved all their prob- 
lems, any more than have other busi- 
ness men, but they are working hard 


and in union at the puzzles with a 
good chance to solve them. With a 
‘fine record in the past, with the pres- 
ent outlook satisfactory and all kinds 
cf good things prophesied for the fu- 
ture, is it any wonder that the grow- 
ing of walnuts is regarded as one of

Fourth, the marketing of the product 
of a walnut orchard presents fewer 
probtems than does the output in any 
other branch of horticulture. If con- 
ditions are not right to bring the 
Brower high prices in tho North of 
fin the East, the nuts can be shipped 
to a more favorable spot, or held in 
@ood condition for months. Compare 
fhis for a moment with almost any 
other orchard product undergoing the 
Same test, and the advantage needs no 
further elaboration. 

It has been said that the walnut 
tree is the longest lived of any or- 
chard planting. This statement has 

to be proved in California, as the 
ustry has assumed commercial im- 
portance in recent years, but scattered

THRIFTY OLD TREES. 

On the old Passon’s ranch at Rivera 
stand some of the oldest walnut trees 
fm southern California. They were 
planted fifty-four years ago, and are 
giants for gize, their gray branches 

ving the appearance of an age far 
claimed for them. 

A few years ago this orchard was 


eons‘dered past its profit-bringing age. 


The trees bore only a few nuts, and 
those were of inferior size. The own- 
er of the orchard planned to cut out 
the old trees, and actually did cut 
Gown most of his orchard. Other 
work proved pressing, however, and 
@ few of the trees escaped, to stand 
almost alone, and bathed in sunshine 
where before their crowded condition 
allowed but little sun to penetrate 
their branches. | 

What was the orchardist’s astonish- 
ment at the next harvest time to find 
that the old trees had responded 
amazingly to this treatment, yielding 
more nuts, and of a superior size. 
Thus the old trees vindicated them- 
gelves, proving that they had refused 
to bear abundantly before, not because 
of old age, but by reason of starvation 


‘4m both root and branch. Now, with 


careful and thorough cultivation, judi- 
cious pruning and with far more root- 
¥eom and sunshine, they bid fair to 
set a new record for California's 
trees. 

Ferdinand Valla, a walnut rancher 
of Los Nietos, whose grandparents 
were walnut growers in France, is 
authority for the statement. that 
French walnut trees often live and 
bear for several centuries. His grand- 
father’s orchard was one of these old 
ones, having been planted, says Mr. 
Valla, in the fifteenth century. The 
trees are said to be still alive and 
vigorous. 

One difference there is, though, in 
the French and California methods of 


planting which would tend to the ad-| 


wantage of the foreign orchard. In

Italy, Spain and France, and at a 
much later date, into England. In 
all these countries it still flourishes, 
and is grown for the nuts, the oll 
(pressed from the nuts much as is 
Olive oil,) and for the wood. 

THE WALNUT’S ADVENT. 

To our Own sun-warmed country 
the walnut was brought by the Span- 
ish priests, along with the orange, 
lemon, lime, olive and grape. These 
fruits have stood the test of centuries 
and California orchards are today a 
living monument to the far-sighted- 
ness of the mission padres. wok 

From the walnut trees of the Fath- 
ers came the old hard-shell nuts, 
planted so extensively in past years, 
which have proved veritable gold 
mines for their owners. 

Of late years this nut, good as it !s, 
has been relegated somewhat to the 
background, giving way to the soft- 
shell. This latter has been planted on 
thousands of acres and is one of the 
prominent features of most California 
landscapes. | 

The soft-shell was introduced into 
California in this way: About fifty 
years ago a vessel sailed from Chill, 
bound for San Francisco. In its cargo 
was a small consignment—only three 
sacks—of Chilean walnuts. These 
were purchased thy a Mr. Sexton of 
Santa Barbara, who planted some of 
them on his ranch. As the years went 
by the trees grew and bore and their 
nuts were marketed in San Francisco. 
Finally one dealer, more shrewd and 
progressive than the others, demanded 
that all nuts sent to him should be of 
a certain standard, both as regarded 
size and softness of shell. 

Sexton investigated his orchard, and 
found that only a few of his trees 
bore nuts of this required standard. 
Thereafter these softer-shelled nuts 
were kept separate and soldfor a bet- 
ter price. 

Here, then, began the California 
soft-shell walnut, and from this it has 
grown and flourished till it is known 
in every civilized land. 


In the Rivera—Los Nietos section— 
the oldest walnut ‘district in Los An- 
'geles county, these nuts, known as 
the Santa Barbara sgoft-shells, have 
| been grown for the past quarter cen- 
tury. The founder of the industry 
|here was L. L. Bequette, who still 
|lives at Rivera and markets each year 
a goodly quantity of walnuts. Twen- 
ty-five years ago this veteran was the 
owner of a large nursery, devoted to 
the propagation ‘of choice roses, 
Oranges, etc. 

He obtained a quantity of the Santa 
Barbara nuts, planted them and soon 
had a greater demand for the young 
'trees than he could supply. His nur- 
'sery was part of the eighty-eight- 
‘acre ranch, known as the Bermudez 
| tract, on which the townsite of Rivera 
| is now situated. From the walnut 
orchards of this section, now covered 
by miles of waving walnut branches, 


tions relating to this industry from 
the broad standpoint of a successful 
rancher and business man, says: “I 
consider that walnut trees on rich 
land should be planted seventy feet 
apart to get the best results. Twenty- 
year-old walnut trees, set ten to the 
acre will approximate a ton of nuts 
to the acre, while trees of the same 
age, set twenty to the acre, will aver- 
age a production of half a ton to the 
acre.” 

The nut harvest comes during Octo- 
ber and November. The cool, foggy 
nights of the fall cause the husks to 
become loosened, and the nuts fall’ to 
the ground. Pickers go through the 
orchards at least twice, and at the 
last beat the trees to get the few nuts 
which have failed to drop. Men, wom- 
en and children unite in this work, 
Mexicans and Indians, coming , from 
no one knows where for the two 
months of harvest. The camps, under 
the gray branches of the walnut or- 
chards, are picturesque in the extreme, 
the swarthy campers, around their 
campfires looking quite like a gypsy 
gathering. After the work of the day 
the pickers gather for the inevitable 
game of cards, an out-of-door dance, 
or a barbecue. When the harvest is 
over, the pickers disappear again, and 
the orchards once more assume their 
normal appearance. 

BENEFIT OF CO-OPERATION. 

Diverse as may be the growers’ 
opinions as to the proper method of 
caring for their orchards, on the mar- 
keting question only one answer seems 
to have been found. This answer is 
codéperation, as it comes through the 
Walnut Growers’ Association of South- 
ern California. Included in this or- 
ganization, which yearly handles three- 
fourths of the State crop, are included 
twelve associations with a membership 
of about one thousand growers. The 
association’s are scattered through Los 
Angeles, Orange, Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties. The oldest is the 
Los Nietos and Ranchito associations, 
with headquarters at Rivera, and a 
second packing-house at Los Nietos. 
This organization has been doing busi- 
ness since 1887 and each year dis- 
burses one-third of a million dollars 
to its three hundred or so members. 
The other associations are the Fuller- 
ton, Golden Belt with headquarters at 
Placentia, Santa Ana Valley, Moun- 
tain View with headquarters at El 
Monte, Santa Paula, Saticoy, Santa 
Barbara county, Oxnard, San Gabriel, 
San Fernando Valley and Pasadena. 

These twelve associations aggregate 
an output of six hundred cars, hand- 
ling three-fourths of the California 
crop, and distributing to their thou- 
sand members one and one-half mil- 
lion dollars each year. 

The codperation idea finds expres- 
sion in the preliminary processes, as 
well as the marketing proper. The

POWER FROM WASTE GASES. 


German’s Have Been Making Consid- 
erable Progress to Utilize Them 
for Auxiliary Work. 
Enormous possibilities for .power 
generation exist in the waste gases 
discharged by blast furnaces, coke 
ovens and other metallurgical fur- 
‘naces. Much greater progress has 
been made to utilize these in Ger- 
many than in other countries, says 
the Forum. It is estimated that the 
so-called lean gases discharged from | 
the blast furnaces 


of Germany are | 
capable of developing 1,000,000 horse 
power. There are now built and under 
construction in Germany gas engines 
for this purpose, aggregating 400,000 
horse power. These are mostly in 
large units, one firm alone having 
constructed 140 engines, totaling 120,- 
000 horse power. | 

The utilization of coke oven gases 
has proceded more slowly, although 
the gas discharged from such evens 
is of a much higher calorific value 
than the lean blast furnace gas. The 
richer gas enables a greater power to 
be obtained from an engine of a given 
size than is possible with the poorer 
furnace gas, but the lean gas permits 
a higher degree of compression to be 
used without danger of premature ig- 
nition, this giving the somewhat para. 
doxical result that the poorer gas en- 
ables the higher thermal efficiency to 
be attained. 

There is little doubt that the ap- 
parent reluctance on the part of iron 
manufacturers and metallurgists to in- 
péwer plants is largely 
due to the fact that the manufacture 
and sale of power is an altogether 
different business from any of the met- 
allurgical industries and that in many 
instances a power plant is dependent 
upon local industries which have to 
be built up in the vicinity. Although 
a portion of the power of Niagara is 
trausmitted to Buffalo, the greater 
part of the output is taken by the 
electro-chemical and other works sit- 
uated near the power-house. The 
same plan is needed to obtain the 
best results from the utilization of 
furnace gases, since only a small pro- 
portion of the total power available 
is needed for driving blowing engines 
and other machinery about the fron 
works, and a profitable outlet must be 
provided for. the remainder. To de- 
velop the 1,000,000 horse power which 
it is estimated is now being wasted 
In the discharge gases of the British 
metallurgical industries might well be 
the work of an altogether separate 
commercial organization.

Reason Why Men Who Adhere 
Closely to One Thing Are Unable to 
Obtain Employment at Times—The 
More a Man Knows the Better for 
Himself. 


“This is certainly a bum town for 
a man out of work,” said the man 
with the overalls under his arm. | 
“They told.me when they made. me | 
quit over at my old job that it wouldn't | 
be any trick at all to go out and find 
a job tn a couple of days or so. Couple 
of days! Here I’ve been walking 
around with my overalls rolled up for 
two weeks and haven't had a chance 
to unroll them yet. This may be a 
good town for some kinds of work, 
but for a machinist it’s worse than 
poor. Why, I haven't even had a scab 
job offered me. Not that I'd take it, 
you. understand, but it would show 
that there was something doing in my 
line, at least. But, no. Nota whisper 
of anything. I don’t know just what 
I’m going to do this winter. Certainly 
no show for a job around here—not 
in my line.” 

“What is your line?” asked the man 
whom he had made his wail to. 

“Machinist,”1 sald. 

“And you can’t get any work?” 

“T said I couldn't.” 

“Well, I’ve got a friend who its in 
the manufacturing business on a small 
scale. He makes oil cups. I happen 
to know that just now he wants a man 
in his shop, some one who can run 
an emery wheel, and a drill machine, 
and make himself generally useful at 
the vise and bench. It’s a small place, 
and what he wants is an all around 
handy man in a machine shop. He'll 
pay the scale, too, and maybe a lit- 
tle better. I'll give you his address 
and you can go up and see him if you 
want to.” 

“O, well, I don’t know if I could 
suit him. Might not do any good to 
go up. I'm a lathe hand, that’s my 
trade. I never had much experience 
with anything else. I’m all right 
when I’m put on a lathe with a piece 
of work before me, but I don’t know 
if I could make good on the kind of 
a job that you’re speaking about. You 
know a machinist isn’t supposed to 
know all about a shop. He learns his 
trade, and that’s about all. I don’t 
do much besides running a lathe; 
that’s my trade.” 

“Then you couldn’t take this job 
even if it was offered to you?” 

“No, I don’t think so. I probably 
couldn’t make good even if I did take 
it. It’s out of my line, you see.” 

“But it’s a job.” : 

“Yes, but when a fellow gets used 
to doing one thing he doesn’t like to 
change. He can’t change without a 
whole lot of trouble. I’ve had lots of 


was to do something besides what I 
was used to. I couldn't take them. 
What was the use? I couldn’t do the 
work.” 

And yet this man honestly believed 
that it was his trade, and conditions 
in this city’ that made it so hard for 
bim to get work. He was as intelligent 
as the average man of his trade, and 
he probably was an efficient workman 
at his particular work. But there 
his cualifications ended. He could not 
or would not adapt himself to any- 
thing beyond the mere requirements 
ef his trade. Had a job as lathe hand 
been offered him he would have taken 
it, filled it satisfactorily, and been 
among the prosperous army of the 
employed instead of the dilapidated 
one of those who walk the streets in 
a vain search for work. Had he been 
an all around machinist, willing and 
able to adapt himself to other work, 
he would have secured work without 
the slizhtest trouble. But he wasn’t. 
he wasn't the “handy” machinist. so 
he stood on the curb and grumbled 
while other men went by on their w 
to work. ‘ 

It doesn’t matter much what {ndus- 
tria! conditions are, how plentiful ma- 
chinists are, and how apparently scarce 
employment is, it is safe to Say that 
there always is a place for the handy 
machinist. This is the age of ma- 
chinery, and of machine workers. 
Never was there such a time for me- 
chanical invention and progress, never 
such a time of opportunities for the 
mechanical] vocations. 


“But,” said the leader of organized 
machinists, “the trouble is that too 
many of our men construe this fact 
in the wrong way, and become ‘me- 
chanical’ themselves. For the capa- 
ble, all around man who ¢an do almost 
anything around a smal! shop the 
trade is a good one, full of opportuni- 
ties, and one in which he always is 
sure of steady employment at fairly 
good wages. For the other kind of 
machinist, the kind who lets himself 
degenerate into simply an intelligence 
for the direction of some machine, it 
8 a poor one. He will find it hard to 
secure & position once he is put out, 
and he never will advance to any- 
thing worth while.” 

“Well, what do you call the all 
around machinist who can do this?” 


| “The fellow who keeps his eyes 
open in the shop where he learns his 
trade and who afterward keeps him- 
self up on the things of his trade. In 
other words, a man who can do a 
whole lot of things that he doesn't 
have to do to hold a job as a ma- 
chinist in a shop where each man has 
a certain kind of work to put through 
and nothing else. The trade probably 
is divided into half and half in this 
respect—one-half {is handy, the other 
half is not. The latter class furnishes 
the great majority of machinists who 
are out of work for long periods.

POISON IN FRESH EGGS. 


French Chemist Says Many Persons 
_ Are Poisoned by Freshly 
Laid Eggs. 3 
That many people are poisoned by 
eggs, and not by spoiled eggs only, 
but often by those that are freshly 
laid and apparently good, is asserted 
by Dr. Andre le Coq, a French chem- 
ist, says the Literary Digest. Numer- 
ous cases of poisoning due to eclairs, 
or cream cakes, have occurred recently 
in Paris, and it was in the course of 


Coq came to the conclusion that the 
toxic action was always the fault of 
the eggs in the custard, never of min- 
eral poison introduced accidentally or 
of the other ingredients of the cream. 


infected before they are laid. Says 
the Revue Scientifique, which derives 
its information from Dr. Le Coq’s 
article in the Bulletin Commercial de 
la Pharmacie (Paris, July:) 

“The white plays a more important 
part than the yolk and is generally 
at fault when the poisoning is due to 
fresh eggs, since it is commonly beat- 
en up raw, while the yolk is sterilized 
by cooking. The microbes in it find 
in the sugar, milk and gelatin of the 
custard an extremely favorable cul- 
ture-medium. 

“The yolk does its work when the 
poisoning is due to decomposed eggs, 
for cooking cannot destroy the toxins 
and ptomaius of putrefaction. 

“Chemical analysis shows the pres- 
ence, in the poisonous cakes or in the 
bodies of their victims, of alkaloidal 
substances not identifiable with any 
hitherto known, but as these analysis 
have been made after a considerable 
lapse of time, it cannot be positively 
affirmed that these toxins are not sim- 
ply due to putrefaction.

LITTLE THINGS Wuicnh Now BRING 
FORTUNES. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON.—The Agricultural Department is 
Uncle Sam’s Aladdin. It rubs its old lamp, and 
a horde of new genii go to work for the nation. 
It is now looking up the waste places of our country 
and making them blossom like the rose. It brought mac-— 
aroni wheat from the edge of the Sahara, and out of it 
built up a farming industry on the deserts of the west. 
It has thrust its long-arm into the swamps of the South, 
and in Japanese rice is pulling millions out. By its dis- | 
coveries as to the inoculation of the soil it has made 
myriads of bacteria work for man, and is now gather- | 
ing more fertilizer from the air than comes from the 
nitrate fields of Chile and Peru. 7 
The latest discovery of the department is as to cheap | 
potash. This forms an important element in our fruit, 
tobacco and grain crops. It is about as valuable as ni- 
trogen, and the small percentage of it in our commer- 
cial -fertilizers makes them cost many dollars a ton. 
Potash itself is worth about $100 a ton, and we are pay- 
ing out millions of dollars for that which we bring in 
from. abroad. By this discovery we know that potash 
lies all around us, and that we can have it for the grind- | 
ing. It is on the edge of our orchards, and it is ac- 
cessible to almost every farming district. It ig mixed |

Uncle Sam Worth $125,000,000,000. 


Many people imagine that the United States is at the 
maximum of its prosperity. The truth is we are at 
the beginning.. We shall make more during the next 
generation out of what now goes to waste, than we > 
made a generation ago out of-our staple crops. Indeed | 
the waste of today makes the fortunes of tomorrow.

HIRTY-EIGHT million dollars of foreign capital 
Ten be turned loose in developing the Philippine ) 
Islands in the next three years. A vast amount of 
, government money will also be spent in local improve- 
ments, harbor dredging, building of jetties and docks, 
in road-building, and in municipal and sanitary advance- 
ments. 

This is not “newspaper talk.” The invasion of foreign 
capital from concerns now interested in the islands may | 
be summarized from official information obtained from 
the engineers or managers as follows: 

The J. G. White Company, a constructing company, 
which has contracted with the insular government for 
400 miles of railway on the islands of Cebu, Negros and 
Panay, has work now being terminated and under way 
aggregating $20,000,000. 

There are associated with the J. G. White Company in 

the building of these railroads in Negros, Panay and 
Cebu Islands, Cornelius Vanderbilt, William Salmon & | 
Co., and Heidelback, Ickleheimer Company, all of New 
York, and C. M. Swift of Detroit, Mich. | 

Speyer Bros., the New York bankers, who have con-— 


tracted with the Philippine government for 400 miles of | 
railway on the Island of Luzon, and who will take over | 
and improve the existing Manila and Dagupan Railway, 
comprising with its branches a length of 200 miles, will | 


spend $14,000,000. 


Mr. Schuster, the Philippine manager of Speyer Bros., : | 


states that the work will proceed rapidly. 

A number of mining companies on the islands of Mas- 
bata and Luzon, chief of which are the Philippine Min- 
ing Company and the Oriental Masbate Company, have 
already installed four stamp mills and several gold

Engraving the plates which are used in the production | 
of postage stamps is a delicate operation. Perhaps a 
dozen different engravers, each an expert in his particu- 
lar line, contribute to a design for a stamp that is not 
an inch square. One supplies the vignette, a second cuts 
the delicate scroll work, a third furnishes the artistic 
lettering, and so on. The original plate bearing a stamp 
design. although baked until it is almost as hard as a 
diamond, is never employed in the actual! printing. It 
is much too precious for that, since, were it distroyed, 
it would; in all probability, be impossible to engrave a. 
new plate that would be an exact duplicate in every deli- | 
cate detail. Accordingly, the original plate constitutes | 
a steel die, with which impressions are made on soft | 
steel, and these latter, termed replicas, are used, after | 
hardening, for the actual printing. | 

Postage stamps are printed in sheets of 400, and all |

The same manifold precautions surround the manu- 
facture of postage stamps that characterize the printing 
of currency. Each sheet of stamps is counted dozens of 
times, during the process of manufacture, and if a single 
sheet is missing when the hour arrives for ceasing work, 
every employé of the division where it has disappeared_ 
is compelled to remain in the building until the mis- 


_ placed bit of paper is found. At night the plates from 
' which the stamps are printed are carefully checked off 
/and locked up in great vaults fitted with time locks, the 
, doors of which cannot be opened, the next morning un-— 


less all three of the men in charge be present, it being 
necessary for each to manipulate a lock of which he 


alone knows the combination. 


Strange as it may appear, Uncle Sam, in the case of 
stamp manufacture, has installed an official whose duty 
it is to see to it that one department of the government 
performs properly the work intrusted to it by another 
branch of the government. This official is known as the 
stamp agent, and the United States stamp agency is. 
probably, in so far as the public is concerned, the least: 
known of all the great Bureaus of tht national govern- 
ment. 

With his assistants this official exercises constant su- 
pervision to insure the proper performance. in the 
Treasury Department, of the big job of printing in- 
trusted to it by the Postoffice Department. He: sees to 
it that the paper used is of the proper quality, that the 
mucilage has not been spread on too thinly, that the 
perforations are straight, and that the dress of each new 
consignment of stamps is of exactly the same tint as on 
those which have gone before. Finally, an army of 
clerks in the institution attend to dispatching consign- 


ments of stamps to the American postoffices. 


When an old issue of postage stamps is retired and a 
new series comes to take its place, there is a great con- 
flagration in a specially-prepared furnace in the base- - 
ment of the general postoffice at Washington, for here 
all the “left-over” stamps are cremated. Many prelimi- 
naries are gone through wiih, before the burning can 
take place; the chief task is, of course, the accounting. 
Uncle Sam maintains a book-keeping account with ev- 
ery postmaster in his service, and when an issue of 
stamps is called in for retirement, every bit of paper 
received at the postal headquarters must be counted and 
credited to the postmaster who returned it. Occasion- 
ally the government finds itself with a heavy stock of

- coverer is evidently Prof. Hermann Klaatsch, the Ger- | 
man anthropologist of Heidelberg, who has come into 
international notice within the past few years. The 
only descriptive details as to the creature received here | 
are that she is “the missing link between man and ape,” 
and that ‘she has feet like hands.” Prof. Klaatsch is 

Said to have taken plaster casts and photographs of this 

individual, intermediate between the anthropoid ape and | 

Homo sapiens. 

If the creature really proves to be the missing link, | 
Prof. Klaatsch is assured immortal fame, and will be- | 


come more celebrated than if he had discovered the | 
North Pole, squared the circle, found the philosopher’s | 


stone or perpetual motion. Scientists have been in 
earch of the missing link ever since Darwin launched 
his theory of evolution. They have not, however, seri- 
ously hoped to capture a live specimen. It has been 
generally agreed among them that when the creature is 
found it will be seen only.in the form of fossilized bones.

The museum has been collecting casts of the skulls of 
creatures most nearly approaching the hypothetical | 
missing link. One of these, in fact, is accepted. by 
many anthropologists as being the remains of an actual 


missing link. This is a skull found about ten years 
| ago by Dr. Eugene Dubois, a Dutch army surgeon and 


paleontologist, who dug it out of the bank of the river 
Bangawan, near Trinil, in the central part of Java. Only 
the top portion of the skull was preserved, but sufficient 
remained to indicate to Prof. O. C. Marsh and other , 


-anthropolgists that the original skull capacity of the 


creature was about two-thirds that of the average man. 
Yet it was considerably greater than that of the highest 
type of ape ever known. The arching of the iop of the 
head is much higher and more rounded than that of any 
While this skull has the narrowness and smooth-— 
ness of man’s it yet has the ape’s ridges of bone (“su- 
praorbital ridges’) which hold in place the strong mus- 
cles of a jaw used in combat. Along with the skull 
fragment were two molar teeth and a whole chigh bone 
The teeth are man-like at the crown, but ape-..)° at the 
roots. The thigh bone proves by its shape that the Poy 
mal walked in an upright position. Hence Dr. Dubois 
named the creature “Pithecanthropus erectus” or erect 
ape-man. The cast of this skull has been installed in 
the great collection of crania in the National Museum’s 
new division of physical anthropology, in charge of Dr. 
Ales Hrdlicka, an anthropologist, formerly of Bohemia.

But when the 
white book came they must accept it. They now believe 
that the Bible is the white book. 

The prophet was asked to speak to the audience. and 
made a few remarks about these three books. He hada 
mighty grip on the audience. The people listened 


breathlessly, and when he ended there was a sigh as of 


relief from severe tension. He then placed a silver 
vessel on the platform, filled it half full of water, and 
told the people that if they wanted to give anything for 
the gospel to come forward and put it in the water.

The careful study of this 
little book causes Her Majesty, for weeks before the 
actual festival season, no little thought and anxiety; for 
duplication must be avoided at all hazards, and the spe- 
cial wishes of each consulted, as ¢ar as possible, while 
valued old servitors must, of course, be specialy consid- 
ered. In her small, dark, brougham the Empress nearly 
. every day drives from store to store, making individual 
purchases. | 


For the -higher officials, relatives, etc., jewelry, 
watches, sleeve links, and other trinkets serving for per- 
sonal adornment are presented, for the Kaiser believ~s 
in things of permanent value and capable of constent 
use. In this connection it may be said that it has ocra- 
siloned some sarcastic comment that of late years he has

RoyvaL SOCIETY PRESENTS MEDAL 
| TO A Fair JEWESS. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


ONDON, Nov. 19.—Mrs. Hertha Ayrton, who is al- 
| § ready known to some extent in America, can now 

claim recognition as England's foremost woman 
sSelentist. She is the first woman in the world to be 
awarded the Royal Society’s medal for her own unaided 
efforts in scientific research. Madam Curie has the 
medal, it is true, but it was awarded to her jointly with 
her late husband for their renowned discovery of radium. 


Oddly enough, Mrs. Ayrton is also the wife of a re- 
nowned scientist; her hmsband being Prof. W. E. Ayrton, 
the distingwished electrical engineer and inventor. She 
is to receive the Royal Society’s coveted medal on the 
| last day of this month, the occasion being the annual 
banquet of this world-famous body. It was awarded to 
her at a recent meeting of the society's council because 
of her investigations on the electric‘ arc and also as to 
the nature of sand-ripples. 


Mrs, Ayrton enjoys two other enviable distinctions. 
She is the only woman member of the Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers, and four years ago was nominated a 


the highest tribunal of English science had nominated a 
woman. It was such an honor that it attracted immense 
attention everywhere, and opinion was expressed that 
the election of a woman was illegal. The Royal Society 
thereupon took the highest judicial opinion, which was 
_that the council had po power to elect a woman. There- 
fore, Mrs. Ayrton cannot put the magical letters of “F. 
R.S.” behind her name. 


She is well known in the United States, for she visited 
there six years ago, and at the Electrical Congress in 
| Chicago read one of the most interesting of the papers. 


MRS. HERTHA AYRTON. 


At sixteen, Mrs. Ayrton had graduated and began to 
earn her living as a professor at Girton College, Cam- 
bridge, then in its infancy as a college for women. She 
was surely the youngest teacher in the history of Girton. 
It was there that she took up her first researches into 
mathematics and physics. She invented a sphymograph 
for :ecording the pulse beats, but finding something sim- 
ilar on the market, abandoned her’s and patented a line 
divider—an instrument for immediately diving up a line 
into any number of equal parts. 


For nine years Mrs. Ayrton devoted herself to her fam- 
ily life. Then in 1893 her husband was summoned to the 
United States on business. His services have often been 
asked a8 an expert by India, Japan, the United States, in 
fact, all parts of the world. In his absence, Mrs. Ayrton 
continued his work, his investigations and experiments 
on the electric arc. Seven years later, when his paper 
On the subject, read before the International Electrical 
Congress, was unfortunately burned in Chicago, Mrs. 
Ayrton surprised her husband by writing a substitute on 
the points he had noticed, which he declared was. better 
than the original. 

From that time on, she continued her inv estigations on 
her own account. For the past six years she has given 
the electric are her continued attention. Now having 
completed her work and solved the knotty problems, she 
will publish her results in book form. It is partly for 
| this that the Hughes medal of the Royal Society was 
awarded her. Her other achievement is establishing the 
catise and effect of sand ripples by the tides. This is in-

REPARING patents for the allotment of the lands 


P of the Crow Indians that will make each owner an 
American citizen is bringing out some of the real 
bits of Indian life.. Agent Reynolds must give each In- 
dian a perfect title to his land, as, during the coming 
winter, all of the inherited land may be sold and it is 


the land company that bought the last allotment and is 
building a town at Fort Custer, Mont. 

The bitterness over the inheritance of the lands of 
Bull-Looks-Around has caused the Department of the 
Interior much diplomatic exercise, and it is still unset- 
tled, so far as the Indians are concerned. ; 

Bull-Looks-Around is an old man, childless. His 
brother, Plenty Enemies, is also a childless old man. 
They are the only heirs of a family that numbered ten 
when the last allotment was made, so that the accumu- 
lated inheritance now amounts to some thousands of 
acres of valuable irrigated farm land. | 

Under the old usage of the Indians, all of the land 
would go to the little adopted son of Bull-Looks-Around, 
Sam Bull-Looks-Around. Under the rule of the Depar't- 
ment of the Interior, Sam cannot inherit from his 
adopted father, but must be recorded with his legal 
father. Medicine Eagle, who wants none of him, for Sam 


was “cast out,” according to an Indian custom, when he 


was born, making him no more a member of Medicine 
Eagle's family. 
Medicine. Eagle, the father of Sam, seven years ago 
married Elizabeth Pretty Crow, a Sioux girl, and brought 
her to his father’s tepee, near the St. Xavier Mission.

Lives Growing Shorter. 


N. the Reader Magazine for November Dr. John B. 

Shoemaker, president of the faculty of the Medico 
Chirurgical College of Philadelphia had an article enti- 
tled “Why Our Lives Are Growing Shorter.” He shows 
that contrary to tha general impression, we are not living 
so long as our grandfathers and grandmothers did. More 
babies grow up nowadays than formerly, but people in 
later life die faster than they did. Not only this, but 
the decrease in tongevity is progressive... He gives the 
following census siatistics, from 1890 to 1900, and brought 
down to date, ‘or oll ages, from 60 up. It shows the rise 
in the death rate during that period: 

“For people of ages from 60 to 64, 7 per cent. 

“For people of oges from 65 to 69, 6% per cent. 

“For people of ages from 70 to 74, 16% per cent. 

“For people of ages from 75 to 79, 7 per cent. 

“For people of «ges from $0 to 84, 15 per cent. — 

“For people of azes from 5 to 89, 12 per cent. 

“PRor people of ges from 90 to 94, 30% per cent. 

“or people of axes from 95 and up, 2014 per cent.” 

These figures are certainly significant. As the author 
says. they show that, notwithstanding improved medical 
knowledge, and the benefits of modern sanitation. people 
are dying earlier than our grandparents did.

Unrecognized Insanity. . 

N the Arena for November Dr. Henrik Petersen had 
ed article on “Unrecognized Insanity a Public and 
individual) Danger.” Dr. Petersen emphasizes a fact | 
the editor has frequently referred to, namely, that it. is | 
as foolish to refer to a person as being “sane” or “‘In- 
sane”’ as it would be to refer to a person is being “sick” 
or “well,” for the reason that not one person in a thous- 
'and is absolutely well or absolutely sane. There is as | 
| great a dividing line between absolute, robust physical | 
health and chronic invalidism as there-is between per- 
fect, level-headed sanity and jabbering idiocy. Almost 
every one is mentally unbalanced, on some point, Aft 
the least, a man-will have leaning toward a certain sub- 
ject that is out of proportion to the value of such 3ub- | 
ject. 

The writer shows that insanity increases at a iigh 
rate ali over the civilized world. He might have added 
that recent reports from this and other countries are in- | 
deed alarming. | 

Here is a true statement, that “a cerebral mediocrity, | 
in full enjoyment of vigorous health, and well-balanced 
development, brings better material to the social »uild- 
ing than the sickly savant, or a disgruntled person of | 
attainments.” 

Dr. Petersen thinks that psychical infection is pos- 
sible. There is, indeed, little doubt of this. We often 
see such infection in wild outbreaks of religious enthu- 
siasm. 

Dr. Petersen discusses the question of whether one 
who has been mentally diseased shotild marry. This is 
a difficult subject, considering, as above, that there are 
so few people who are absolutely sane. Certainly the 
editor would say that it is a crime for two people who 
are both flighty in the upper story to contract marriage. 
If one is inclined to undue cerebral activity, the other 
should be a healthy, phlegmatic person. Dr. Petersen 
acknowledges the shortcomings of the medical fraternity 
in regard to knowledge of this important subject. He 
Says: 

“We have efficient alienists and psychologists, but as | 
a body medical men cannot lay claim to such knowl- 
edge of mental disease that by timely detection and. prac- 
_ tical measures their services become valable.” 

The writer suggests that evéry home, rich or poor, 
should be open to “benevolent but strict serutiny,” for 
the purpose of ascertaining who are mentally unsound. | 
It is not at all probable that the American people would | 
ever submit to such an inquisition. | 
_In conclusion, the writer points out the evil effect of 

herding a lot of mentally unbalanced people together, in | 
| sanatoria or asylums, and recommends the cottage | 
plan, which has beef’ introduced of late in most sana- | 
toria, and in a few insane asylums. | 

Dr. Petersen might have gone further and added that | 
the proper treatment of the insane is a subject of which | 
the medical fraternity is as yet woefully ignorant. It is 
true that unfortunates who have lost their reason, are 
no longer chained and flogged and treated as wild beasts, | 
as they were a few centuries ago. Still, from disclosures | 
_ that occasionally crop out in the press, it is evident that 
the scientific treatment and cure of insanity is still an | 

almost unoccupied field.

Diet—Hygiene Cook Book. 


LONG BEACH correspondent sends the following 
inquiries: 
“(1) Can you suggest where one could purchase a cook 
' book, based on hygienic laws, as you understand them? 
Is the Battie Creek cook book better in that respect 
than most others? (2) How much (food, in kind and 
quantity ought men who combine mental and physical 
| labor eat? (3) Ought anaemics who are also of a neue 
rasthenic temperament, to limit themselves to two 
' meals a day when they feel they could relish five?” 
Replies. (1) The editor knows of no cook book that) 
fully comes up to his ideas of what a hygienic cook book 
should be. He has not seen the Battle Creek cook book 
referred to—written by Mrs. Kellogg—but it is doubt- 
less as good as any. As frequently stated, the Battle 
Creek dietary, in common with almost all other vegeta- 
rian dietaries, is to some extent unbalanced, containing 
too large a proportion of starches and sweets, which eas- 
ily tend to fermentation and gastric disturbances. A 
cook book that contains many excellent recipes, and |
